tered ag cltizens under article 6 of the constitution . 
( tlk) Gorkha subjects of Nepal. 
( iv ) Non - citizens of categorie , ( c ) and ( d ) above who 

cntcred service under the Government of Indla before 
the commencement of the Congtitution , viz ., 26th 
January 1980 , and who have continued in such service 
since then , Any such person who re - entered or may 
rc - cnter such service with a break after the 26th 
January 1950 , will, however , require certificate of 
cligibility in the usual way .

5 . CANDIDATES SHOULD BE MEDICALLY FIT IN

Candidates should indicatc in the application form their 
order of preference if they wish to compete for more than 
one Service .

The Union Public Service Commission shall prepare 
a list of candidates in order of mcrit 39 discloser by the 
aggregate marks awarded to cach candidate at the written 
examination . The candidates, who obtain minimum qulify 
ing narke in the written examination , ag fixed by the Com 
mission in their discretion shall appear before a Services 
Selection Board for Intelligence and Personality Tests where 
candidates for the Army /Navy will be assessed in officer 
potentiality and those for the Aįr Force in Pilot Aptitude and 
officer potentiality . The Maxlinum marks obtainable at these 
tests are 900 . Candidates for the Army /Navy obtaining

This scholarship is of the value of Rs. 360 per annum and 
18 granted to a Maharatta cadęt who should be the son of an 
ex - serviceman . The scholarship is in addition to any financial 
assistance from the Government .

APPENDIX I 


PHYSICAL STANDARDS FOR ADMISSION TO THE 

NATIONAL DEFENCE ACADEMY 


To be passed fit for admission to the National Defence 
Academy a candidate must be in good physical and mental 
health and free from any disability likely to interfere with 
the efficient performance of duty . 
2 . It will however be ensured that: 
(a ) there is no cvidence of weak constitution , imperfect 

development, scrious malformation or obesity . 
(b ) there is no maldevelopment or ſmpairment of func 

tion of the bones or jolots. 
(c) there is no impediment of speech . 
(d ) there is no malformation of the head , deformity 

from fracture or depression of the bones of the skull, 
(c ) there is no impaired hearing , discharge from or discage 

of either car, unhcaled perforation of the tympanic 
membranes or signs of acute or chronic suppurative 
otitis media or evidence of radical or modified radical 
mastoid operation , 


21 . The cost of training including accommodation , books , 
uniformy, boarding and medical tealment will be borne by 
the Government. Parents or guardians of cadets will , how 
ever , be required to meet their pockct and other private ex 
penses. Normally these expenses are not likely to exceed 
Rs. 80 p . m . If in any casc a cadet s parent or guardian is 
unable to meet wholly or partly even this expenditure , fin 
ancial assistance uplo Rs, 50 p .in , may be granted by the 
Government. No cadet whose parent or guardian has an 
inconę of Rs. 300 p . m . or above would be eligible for the 
grant of the financial assistance. The immovable property and 
other assets and income from all sources are also taken into 
account for determining the eligibility for financial assistance .

3 . Standards for Height, Weight and Chest measurements. 

(a ) Height. — (i) Thc hcight of a candidate will be measured 
by making him stand against the standard with his feet 
together , The weight should be thrown on the heels and 
not on the toes or outer sides of the fect.
